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APPEAL 


It has not been a custom of the Sisters of Mercy of St. Mary’s 
Hospital to make a public manifestation of their difficulties. This 
fact is probably responsible for the very erroneous opinion prevalent 
that the Sisters stand in no need of financial aid in their work of min- 
istering to suffering humanity. Believing that this false impression has 
deprived the Community of the support they might otherwise have 
received, and that the work of God has been and is hampered thereby, 
the Sisters now sacrifice that reserve which would lead them to conceal 
their embarrassment and struggle on, and present a statement of their 
financial situation. 


When the new St. Mary’s Hospital was contemplated, it was ex- 
pected that the site of the old building (destroyed in the calamity of 
1906) could be sold to advantage at an early date, thus enabling the 
Community to cancel (in part, at least) the debt of three hundred 
sixty thousand dollars, necessarily incurred. This hope has not yet 
been realized. Meanwhile, it has been a strenuous effort to meet the 
current expenses and pay the great sum due for interest on the loan. 
The Hight Hour Law for Nurses has made it necessary that a greater 
number be engaged. The expense of keeping up the hospital has also 
increased on account of the continuance of the war, greatly increased 
prices prevailing on surgical instruments, drugs, etc., that must be 
purchased. 


The erection on the hospital grounds of a suitable home for the 
pupil nurses has become a pressing need. At present, the young women 
are housed in rented flats on Grove Street, an arrangement which has 
been a source of trials and difficulties to both Sisters and Nurses. 
The Garden Fete of October fourteenth, under the auspices of the 
Alumnae, had in view the raising of a fund whereby a building to ac- 
commodate a large number of nurses might be erected on the hospital 
grounds. Thanks to the kind efforts and to the generosity of the many 
friends of the Community, the affair proved a truly wonderful success, 
the’ amount realized being about six thousand dollars. This sum 
includes the donations of kind benefactors whose names are written in 
the Book of Life as well as in the hearts of the grateful Sisters. 


That the Community might be able to give an idea of the cost of 
the desired building, Messrs. Willis Polk & Co. kindly furnished plans 
and estimated the cost at eighty thousand four hundred sixty-five dollars 
exclusive of Architects’ fee and furnishings, which would probably 
bring the amount required to one hundred thousand. Here is a splendid 
opportunity for the Wealthy and Wise! Who gives to this cause lends 
to the Lord Who never fails to repay with usury. 


If a home were erected to accommodate all the pupil nurses, the 
wards in the Hospital, now given over to their use, could be added to 
the Maternity Department. The Sisters have been most anxious to 
furnish ward accommodations for these cases but, under present con- 
ditions, only one ward is available. The X-Ray Department has out- 
grown the space assigned. The work has greatly increased during the 
past year and new apparatus is constantly being introduced, making 
the present quarters quite inadequate. 


Were the Hospital unhampered by debt, its scope of usefulness 
would be immensely increased. It is the fond hope of the Sisters that 
this appeal may be read by some good people of wealth who will gladly 
avail themselves of this chance to add to their treasures in heaven, 
“where rust and moth do not consume nor thieves break through and 
steal.” With a fervent prayer to our heavenly Father for His blessing 
on all their benefactors, including those yet to be added to the number, 
the Sisters of Mercy send forth this appeal.

St. Mary’s Hospital Training School for Nurses was established in 
1900. Its object is to give instruction to young women in the art 
of caring for the sick. 


Requirements for Admission. 

Candidates wishing to enter the school must apply in person when 
possible. They should be preferably between the ages of twenty and 
thirty, and of at least average height, of good physique, and in good 
health. A high school education or its equivalent is required. After 
the probationary term of three months the record of the student is 
carefully considered, and if found satisfactory, she is permitted to 
continue the course of training. 


Hours of Duty. 
The time spent on duty averages forty-eight hours each week. 


Vacations. 
Vacations are given during the summer months and must not 
exceed fourteen days. 


Sickness. 
In sickness, all students are cared for gratuitously. Time lost 
through sickness or any other cause must be made up. 


Expenses. 

During the three months of probation no compensation is given, 
save board and lodging. During the Junior Year nurses receive $6 
per month; during the Intermediate and Senior years, $8. This is for 
personal expenses, washing, textbooks, etc., and is in no wise intended 
for wages, it being considered the education given and the profession 
acquired are an ample equivalent. 


Graduation. 
Those who have successfully passed the examinations, and satis- 
factorily completed the full term of three years, receive the diploma 
and pin of the school. 


Course of Instruction. 


The course of instruction is that arranged by the State Board of 
Health for accredited training schools. It covers a period of three 
years and includes practical demonstrations, classes and lectures in 
the following:

Physics and Chemistry Ethies 

Anatomy and Physiology History and Nursing 
Hygiene Bacteriology

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As St. Mary’s Hospital is a Catholic institution (although patients 
are accepted irrespective of creed), the nurses, pupil and graduate, 
enjoy the blessing of an annual triduum, conducted by one of the 
Jesuit Fathers. This is a pleasure looked forward to, and a source 
of much spiritual good. The Reverend Hickey, S. J.. gives a regular 
weekly instruction on Christian Doctrine, which favor is deeply ap- 
preciated. 


The Conlan Medal. 


This annual gift of Dr. F. J. S. Conlan, of St. Mary’s Hospital 
Staff, is awarded to the young woman displaying the greatest effici- 
ency in all branches of nursing, theoretical as well as practical; who 
has given satisfaction in every particular, and who is in her third 
year of training. She must be a young lady who can be looked upon 
as a model by all junior nurses. 

The awarding of the Conlan Medal takes place in September of 
each year, and the recipient is privileged to wear it in the school 
from that date. The Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant Superin- 
tendent and the Sisters in charge of the various departments, consti- 
tute a Board to decide upon who is most worthy of this honor. Should 


more than one pupil be considered entitled to the distinction the de- 
cision is made by drawing. 


Rules and Regulations. 


Visiting hours: 2 to 4 P. M., 7 to 8 P. M. 


Out of consideration for the patient, visits should not be prolonged. 
Many complaints have been received of very weak patients being dis- 
turbed by late visitors, hence all are requested to leave the hospital 
by 8:30 P. M. 


Relatives may obtain permission to remain with dying patients by 
applying at the Office. 


Children under fifteen years are not permitted to visit the Maternity 
Department, owing to the danger of carrying communicable diseases 
to the new born. 


Patients are not permitted to receive food from outside sources 
without the permission of the Sister in charge. 


The hospital will not be responsible for money or valuables unless 
deposited in the Office, and a receipt obtained therefor. 


All complaints should be addressed to the Superintendent of the 
Hospital. 


Rates. 


All bills are payable weekly and invariably in advance. 
Money deposited for an unexpired term will be refunded. 


The regular hospital rates include room, board, ordinary medicines 
and general nursing. 


All extra charges are to be paid before the patient leaves the 
hospital. 


The professional fee must be arranged between the patient and 
the physician or surgeon, and is not included in the hospital charge. 


Patients for operation are advised to enter the hospital not later 
than 3:00 P. M. the day previous to the operation.

Nursing. 


General nursing is included in the regular hospital charges. Gradu- 
ate nurses enjoying the privileges of the hospital, are expected to ob- 
serve strictly the rules and regulations, and are responsible to the 
Superintendent. No nurse is permitted to accept gifts of any kind from 
any patient. 
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St. Mary’s Graduate Nurses Alumni Association.

On November 21, 1902, two years before the golden jubilee of the 
hospital, the first graduation exercises of St. Mary’s Hospital Train- 
ing School took place. By January, 1906, twenty-seven women had 
received their diplomas. Realizing the mutual benefits to be derived 
from organization, the graduates decided to form an alumnae Aassocia- 
tion. On February 9, they met for this purpose. 


Miss Mary L. Sweeney, who is ever ready to respond to calls from 
nurses, was invited to organize the alumnae. Sister Mary Malachi was 
elected temporary chairman and Miss Helen M. Stack secretary. A 
Constitution and By-Laws were adopted. Sister Mary Malachi was 
elected president and Miss A. A. Hughes secretary. A vote of thanks 
was tendered Miss Mary L. Sweeney for her services and kind interest. 


At the March meeting, Sister M. Malachi resigned and Miss Mary 
Deasy (now Mrs. J. D. Sullivan) a member of the first graduation 
class, was elected president. Mrs. Sullivan was untiring in her efforts 
for the success of the Alumnae Association, and under her able guid- 
ance, the organization had a steady growth. 


During the eleven years of its existence, the membership has in- 
creased to one hundred and twenty. To date, one hundred and fifty- 
two nurses have received graduating honors. The Sisters of Mercy 
among the graduates are honorary members of the association, and 
take a most kindly interest in everything pertaining to the welfare of 
the graduate nurses. A Directory of the Alumnae is maintained at the 
Hospital. The regular monthly meetings are held in the Lecture Hall 
on the first Wednesday of each month, at two-thirty in the afternoon. 


This organization has taken part in the activities of the nursing 
profession. When the American Nurses’ Association convened in San 
Francisco in 1908, the Alumnae contributed toward the entertainment 
fund. The society also took a leading part in the bazaar given at 
Scottish Rite Hall, November, 1913, by the San Francisco County Nurses’ 
Association, for the benefit of the Rest Cottage at Los Gatos. The 
Alumnae furnished a room in the new St. Mary’s Hospital as an act 
of appreciation for the kindness of the Sisters. 


It has long been the desire of the society to endow a bed for the 
use of its members. In 1916, plans for this project were being formu- 
lated when the urgent need of a home for the pupil nurses caused a 
change in their plans. The Nurses resolved to come to the aid of the 
Sisters and gave a grand Garden Fete in the spacious grounds of the 
Hospital. The affair was most successful. Prominent men and women 
of the city, friends of the Sisters and the Nurses, attended to show 
their goodwill. To all, the members of the Alumnae desire to extend 
their most sincere thanks.

Dr. Jos. W. Henry was born in County Sligo, Ireland, October 9, 
1871. He commenced his studies in the Vincentian College, Castle 
Knock, Dublin, where he graduated in 1891. Owing to ill health, he 
came to California in 1892 and continued his studies in Los Angeles, 
receiving his degree from the University of Southern California No- 
vember 2, 1897. Shortly after that date, he became an interne at 
St. Mary’s Hospital; and later, Resident Physician. In that capacity, 
he gave great satisfaction and his name was given a permanent place 
as a member of the Staff. Never robust, the Doctor suffered from ill 
health from time to time; but he loved his profession and sought to 
forget his own troubles in caring for others. His death occurred on 
June 28, 1916. 


Dr. Henry endeared himself to all who know him by his goodness 
of heart. His sympathy for all who suffered was unbounded. To the 
young, he was the most tender of fathers; to their elders, the kindest 
and most thoughtful of friends. The poor went to him with confidence, 
knowing that he would treat them as cheerfully and readily as a 
millionaire might expect to be served. Well may we feel assured that 
our dear departed friend is now with the beloved of God. 
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As a participant in the Preparedness Parade in San Francisco, on 
July 22, 1916, Dr. Geo. L. Painter met his death, having been a victim of 
the bomb tragedy. A member of the old First Regiment of California 
Volunteers, he was marching in their ranks when the awful explosion 
occurred. 

Dr. Painter was born in Richmond, Virginia, July 10, 1871, and 
received his degree from the University of California in 1896. In his 
humility, he offered himself as a hospital steward during the war in 
the Philippines. During the calamity of 1906, the Doctor did noble 
work at one of the largest relief camps in the city. Owing to delicate 
health, he took up the X-ray work, in which he became so proficient. 
Since 1910, he was a member of St. Mary’s Hospital Staff, as Roent- 
genologist. 

The sad death of Dr. Painter was a deep affliction to all who had 
the happiness of knowing him. His bright, energetic manner, his 
candor, uprightness and unselfishness won all hearts. That he loved 
his profession was evident, and not because of the large income it 
brought to him but for the good he was able to do for suffering 
humanity. However overwhelming the work on hand, he always made 
time to give his gratuitous services to the poor. While we mourn the 
loss of a good man and a valued friend, we are consoled by the thought 
that his virtues have won favor in the sight of God and a place in the 


abode of the blessed.
